Renovation  of  the  interior  of  this  building  during  the 
summer  months  has  given  us  a  greatly  improved  and  very 
cheerful  school  room.  I  wish  that  all  citizens  might  visit  the 
school,  see  the  great  improvement  made  by  the  repairs,  and 
observe  the  excellent,  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  pupils. 

The  physical  needs  of  the  pupils  are  also  well  provided 
for.  All  the  milk  desired  is  again  being  provided  by  Mr. 
Wright,  and  other  citizens  have  made  contributions  for  the 
hot  lunch,  which  is  given  for  all  during  the  cold  months 
of  the  year.  To  all  who  have  helped  us  we  extend  our  sincere 
thanks.
